a LIMIT STOCK OWNERSHIP. 


Senate — Committee fo for Plan, but 
Against Gary “ Trade Commission.”

W. » March 25.—The Senate 
Committee on Inter-State Commerce has 
almost decided to avoid sweeping changes 
in'the Sherman Anti-Trust act proposed 
earlier in the session. The act itself will 
be left intact, and, while important addi- 


a poll shows that most of the committee 
are against the “ trade.commission " fdea, 
indorsed by Col. Roosevelt, President 
Taft, E, H. Gary, Senator Cummins, and 
others. 

The most striking provision that. will be 
approved by the committee will prohibit 
inter-ownership ‘of stock in inter-State 
corporations. With this, will probably go} 
another prohibiting interlocking~@irector- 
ates In these corporations. 

The committee has held extensive hear- 
ings on every phase of the trust question, 
but to its surprise the most sug- 
gestion made came in a bill ered by 
000 | Judge Gary, providing for a trade com- 
mission with power to fix prices of com- 
modities In certain cases.’ Senator Cum- 
mins also offered a bill with radical pro- 
visions, but omitted the price fixing pow- 
er as being unconstitutional. 

The opinion-here is that the committee 
felt that legislation looking to the creation 
of a trade commission which should con- 
trol industrial corporations as the Inter- 
State Commerce Commission does in the 
realm of transportation was too far- 
reaching a subject to son on the eve of 
a National campaign.

DYNAMIN MINE TAD | 
UNDER A TENEMENT 


Enough Explosive In Its Cellar to 
Destroy the Building and 
Its Twenty Families. 


LESSEE .ONCE THREATENED

He Belleves It a Thieves’ Cache, but 
, Only a Week Ago an Attempt Was 
Made to Burn the House. 


Thirty sticks: of dynamite of the kind 
that is ordinarily used for blasting were 
found concealed in the cellar of a crowded 
Ttalian tenement at 306 West Sixty-ninth 
Street last evening. The total weight of 
the explosive was twenty pounds, and it 
would have sufficed to blow up the whole 
tenement and. its. twenty families. The 
dynamite may have been placed in the 
cellar with murderous intent, but the 
police of the West Sixty-eighth Street 
Station discredit that theory. They be- 
Heve that it was placed there by thieves 
who used the cellar as a cache. 

The tenement is a five-story structure 
in the heart of a little Italian settlement. 
The house is owned by a Dr. Boskf of 
East Broadway; and is leared by Pas- 
quale Baicarl, who, with his wife and four 
children, lives.on the first floor. 

Baicari is the political and social leader 
of the Italian commmnity, and generally 
is regarded as a man of wealth. Several 
years ago he received a letter from the 
“Black Hand” ‘threatening him or his 
children with death if he did not leave 
$200 in a designated spot at Séventy- 
fourth Street and Central Park West. 
Biacari, .with several members of the 
Italian Detective Bureau, waited at that 
place for a whole night, but no one came 
for the money, and since then, he insisted 
last night, he had not been molested. 


It was learned, however, that as) late 
@8 & week ago a suspicious fire started 
in. the same cellar, and very near to the 
spot where the dynamite was found yes- 
terday. Some one had gained entrance 
to the cellar through a vacant rear apart- 
ment. The cap on an élbow of the gas 
main had been detached, and the gas, 
coming out with great force, had been 
lighted. The wall had caught fire when 
the blaze was. discovered by Charles 
Flickner, son. of Mr) and ‘Mrs. Andrew 
Flickner, who occupy the other ‘rear 
apartment in thé. basement, ang who are 
the janitors of the building. A stil] alarm 
was sounded and»the fire was extin- 
guished.

Flickner had oécasion to ‘chop Ww in 
he céllar. When he reached the wood

They found every- 
thing intact, even the family bicycle. 
They bronght the two bundles into the 
light, and when they saw the gray sticks 
protruding from the paper they put the 
bundles down very gently and called a 
policeman. 

Policeman Backes, who answéred the 
call, refused to touch the sticks until he 


had notified the Bureau of Combustibles.

Bach stick 
was about eleven inches in length and 
cylindrical in sha All of the dynamite 
was frozen, the nspectors said, render- 
ing it all the more Hable to explosion 
under concussion. One of the bundles was 
wrapped in a newspaper containing an 
account on the front e of the as- 
phyxiation of an entire family in a tene- 
ment at 412 West Fifty-fourth Street. 
Baicari said that there had been a 
fight in the tenement between several of 
the tenants a few nights ago, but he 
could not connect that in any way with 
the placing of the dynamite. He also 
refused to credit ener the dynamite or 
the fire to the “ Black Hand.” He agreed 
with the lice that the dynamite had 
presebiy mn stolen from some con- 
tor and placed in the cellar for safe 
keeping. None of the tenants is a con- 
tractor.

BOMBS IN CHICAGO MAIL. 


New Kind Is Intended to Blind Re- 
cipients with Drug.

CHICAGO, March 25.—Three bombs 
were discovered in the mail in this city 
to-day. One of these, accompanied by a 
Vile letter, was addressed to Charles F. 
Dewoody, Chief of the Chicago Division 
of the United States Department of Jus- 
tice. .The other two were not allowed to 
reach those to whom they were addressed. 
The hames are kept secret by the postal 
authorities. 7 f 
Secret Service investigation of the two 
bombs revealed the fact that they were 
not explosive, but worked with a spring 
and weére intended to blind the recipients 
with a powdered drug. 
Sb a etter, which refers to Dewoody, 
. Loose, @ Gity detective, an 
United States Commissioner Mark A. 
Foote in vile terms, was received by 
Dewoody, together with the package at 


the city delivery ‘division of the Post 
Office. 

Recently Dewoody, Detective Loose and 
Commissioner Foote each took part in 
the prosecution of Otoman zar Adusht- 
Hanish, and it is believed some. admirer 
of Hanish sent the letter and package. 
The bomb was addressed to *' Charles ¥F. 
Dewoody, Chief of Staff of Hades.” The 
note was signed “‘A worse aviarchist than 
Emma Goldman.’

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Federal Troops Are in Retreat 
Toward Torreon After a 
Four-Day Battle. 


OROZCO’S MEN IN PURSUIT|* 


Flank Movement and Attack with 
Dynamite Train Threw: Federals 
Into Panic—Capital Nervous, 


MEXICO CITY, March 25.—The serious 
deteat of the Fedéral army at Jiminez is 
reported here by apparently reliable dis- 
patches, received by El Imparcial. The 
disaster was the climax of a. four-day 
conflict. 

Gen. Gonzalez Salas, who left the War 
Ministry to take active charge of the 
campaign agaiust Orozco, committed sul- 
cide to-day at Berjemillo by shooting 
himgelf through the head while with part 
of his army he was retreating to Torreon 
after the -reverse at Corralitos, aan 


miles-south of Jimines. 

Gen. Victoriano Hue . former! 
egy mee of the Federal forces in 
los, has been named to succeed Salas. e 
lef ton the north to-night with 2,000 men, 


Gens. Bianquet and Tellez are reported 
wounded in the fighting. Other officers 
were killed and: fifty others were taken 
pritoners to Chihaahuse, together with 
many privates. 

Gen. Pascual Orosco with 164 carloads 
of. rebel soldiers ie reported’ moving 
toward Torreon close on the héels of the 
retreating Federals, who are gathering 
at that point. 


Dynamite Train Causes Panic. 

Under Gen,’Campa, 800 rebels were sent 
by a circuitous route several ilies south 
from Corralitos with instructions to fall 
in behind the troop train of the Federal 
troops. In thé meanwhile a locomotive 
loaded with dynamite was prepared in 
the rebel’ camp. A volunteer engineer 
piloted ‘the éngine out of town, and when 
the Federal troop train approached the 
dynamite train was started by an open 
throttle, the engineer jumping to safety. 
In the explosion caused by the collision 
eighty Federal soldiers were killed. The 
move threw the. Federals. into a panic. 
By this time Campa’s deploying army had 
closed in behind the Federal forces and 
the -realrattack of the rebels began.

It was not selected, 
however, until a more favored site on 
Bear Mountain, on the Hudson, in Rock- 
land County, was abandoned by the State 
on account of conditions imposed when 
the State accepted gifts of money and 
land for a Hudson River park.

WASHINGTON, March 25.—A brief note 
from Attorney General. Wickersham! re-

The preliminary report of Borough 
President MOANENT's committee on the 
improvement of Fifth Avenue, of which 
Mr. ARNOLD W. Brunner is Chairman, 
is discreet and encouraging. Frank ad-

did streets of the Ol “World which: 
were built from end to end in ac- 
cordance with a. harmonidus design. 
The facade of our most distinguished 
thoroughfare must remain irregular, 
and there are many architectural blem- 
ishes which cannot be removed. But 
the further widening of the avenué be- 
tween Fourteenth and Twenty-third 
Streets can. be easily accémplished, 
trees can be planted, isles of safety 
built, and the means of. lighting. im- 
proved. 

The committee has in view Plans 
for radical changes at Madison Square 
atid the Fifty-ninth Street Plaza, whith 
will doubtless be made Known later. 
It urges the restriction of the height of 
buildings In the future to 125 feet, thus 
t6 remove the danger of the erection 
of more loft buildings for factory pur+ 
poses. The factories on lower Fifth 
Avenue have become a nuisance. There 
is no reason why our handsomest street 
should be turned over to business of 
that kind.

SUBWAY SUBTERFUGES. 

The opponents of the bill for the con- 
struction’ of the dual subway are in- 
dustriously suggesting imaginary crim- 
inal acts which miight be done by a 
conspiracy of the Board of Estimate 
and the Public Service Commission. 
The bill compels none of these énor- 
mities to.be committed, and their ex- 
posure makes, it sure that none of 
them will be. Another sure thing its 
that if the bill is not. passed the situa- 
tion will temain.one of masterly in- 
activity for an indefinite period,.and 
that if anything good or bad*is to be 
Gone the bill must be passed. The 
bill is. permissive, merely conferring 
bower to act. As must always be the 
case, this. necessarily includes power 
to do bad things, but the risk of their 
being done. grows less with the com- 
Pilation of things to be avoided. . The 
list will be useful when the time comes 
to take action, but has nothing to dé 
with the question of the passage of the 
Dill. 

Also these suggestions have nothing 
to do with the intentions of the gen- 
tlemen who have the interests of the 
city in their care. What they intend 
is well known, having been published 
and republished until there is no need 
of further publicity. One of their most 
notorious intentions is to contract for 
an operator at the same time that they 
contract for construction. It is this 
which gives greatest offense to those 
who prefer to proceed.in the customary 
manner to build first, and later look 
for an operator to take over a misfit 
subway and operate it on the terms dic- 
tated by the city. Scores of millions 
have been spent thus on transit facii- 
ities which havé been either given away 
on the takers” terms, or which are lying 
idle now as for years past, while the 
city is suffering for the lack of an 
operator and operation. The intention 
to proceed 4ifferently in the present 
case shows that the city’s negotiators 
have learned something, and that their 
critios have much yet to learn.” It-is 
better that their education should pro- 
ceed during the execution of these con- 
tracts, which ought not to bé delayed 
until the fundamental necessities of 
the case are taught to those who pose 
as monopolists of knowledge and hon- 
esty. The irremovable obstacie to the 
success of the argument these gentle- 
men are making at Albany is the fact 
that their way has been tried for ten 
years, and the lorger it is tried the 
legs.it is liked. The bond of a solvent 
corporation is more practical than the 
promise of any refortner, and there is 
now an opportunity to sitbstitute ”* 
bond of two responsible » -iadety te 
for discredited promises.

PHILIPPINE INDEPENDENCE. . 

Mr. Jounson, Chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Insular Affairs in the House, 
wishes to give to the Philippine Islands 
"a qualified independent Government” 
for eight years, and then “absolute 
and complete independence.” He has 
drawn up a bill for that: purpose which 
he calls a “Constitution,” the substan- 
tial provisions of which have beeri laid 
before our readers. During the eight 
years from July 4, 1913, the bill pro- 
Vides a Government very like that of 
the United States, but legislation may 
be vetoed absolutely by the President 
of the United States or annulled by.the 
Congress of the United States. ‘The 
Philippine Congress and President are 
to bé elected by suffrage qualified by a 
property test or a literacy test. The 
Constitution may be amended by 4 ma- 
jority vote of electors, subject for the 
period fixed to the approval of the Con- 
gress of the United States. All treat- 
fes are, for that period, subject to the 
approval of the President and Senate 
of the United States. 

With the geferal purpose of the bill 
fhe people of the United States are un- 
doubtedly in sympathy. They are quite 
willing that the people of the. Philip- 
pines shall have complete independence 
whenever they have shown: themselves 
prepared to take care of their internal 
and external affairs safely for them- 
selves and for us. We do not think 
that they are preparéd to say ttiat that 
Condition will surely be complied~with 
in eight years. How can they? The 
term fixed by Mr. Jounson’s bill is in 
no sense a ter. of probation. It is an 
arbitrary term of delay, and the-bill 
declares that at the close of this term, 
no matter what may have happened 
meanwhile or what may then be the 
actual conditions; the United States will 
withdraw protection from the Philip- 
pines and leave them “ absolute sover- 
“gignty in foreign as well as in. do- 
“mestic affairs.” “For eight years we 
are to continue to hold a tight rein over 
the “ Republic,” watching legislation) 
Constitutional “amendments, . and’. all 
treaties, and reserving the right to can- 
cel them. The Constitution expressly 
provides that all obligations of the 
United States involved in-our treaties 
with Spain shall be assumed and car- 
ried- out by the Republic of the Philip- 
pines and for eight years we can and 
would enforce this provision. Then, on 
the 4th of July, 1921, we renounce all 
these rights, we repudiate all duties, 
we abandon our wards to their own de- 
vices unconditionally and forever. That 
the American people will, we are-sure, 
fot regard as safe and will not promise 
to do. 

Many years ago, when Hinnissy 
asked Mr. Dooley if he -thought we 
should keep the Philippines, the philos- 
opher replied: *' I do;.may the divil fly 
away with them.” Seriously, there is 
too much of this spirit in Mr. JoHNson’s 
bill. We are to put up with the islands 
for a fixed number of years, and then 
let them go—Satanwise or not, as luck 
will have {t., We can’t do that. Wheth- 
er we can let go is not a question of 
how long the islands shall have been 
trying self-government, but of how’ 
they have succeeded. If success comes 
in eight ‘years, or four, or twenty, that 
will be the time for acknowledging ‘in- 
dependence. But it is a matter of fact 
to be decided on evidence and not on 
Vague calculation.

A great amount of in- 
Eugenics terest will unquestioa- 
and ably be excited by the 
determination of the 
the ‘Church. clergy connected with 
the Protestant Episcopal Cathétiral in 
Chicago hereafter to perform no mar- 
tiages except when both of tho contract- 
ing parties présent a certificate from a 
reputable physician declaring them phys- 
ically and mentally normal. 
This is action for which scientific so- 


GALTON brought the word ‘ eugenics’ 
into use and knowledge, and; should it 
be generally taken, there. is no doubt that 
the health of the race ‘Would be ‘steadily 
and rapidly improved, and that, instead 
of constantly building more’and greater 
asylums, jails, and other places in which 
to segregate the criniinal and the degen- 
érate, the huge structures already in ex- 
istence could one’ by oné be turned td 
Other and better uses. But though all the 
arguments are in favor of taking some 
such action as that proposed in Chicago, 
it will antagonize so much of. custom 
and shéck s0 much of sentiment that a 
g00d many, éven of those who see most 
clearly the fieed of protecting society from 
hereditable and transmissible . diseases 
and defects, will fear that the time has 
not yet come for so grave an interference 
by either Church or State withthe. free- 
dom of choice: in marriage which has so 
long prevailéd and isso highly valued. 

It is true, however, that the tendency of 
science to-day is to restore to heredity 4 
large part of the importance which until 
recently had been transferred to environ- 
tment. The enforsed Acceptance of Men- 
delian principles and laws has had much 
to do with this change; and, as between 
“nature” and “ nurture,” far less weight 
is now ascribed to the latter than was 
given to it by Gazton and his earlier 
followers. To some it will seem that. the 
State, rather than the Church, is the Hel- 
ter equipped for dealing ‘with- the qualifi- 
cations ‘for marriage, ; for the involved 
questions, though closely connected with 
morals, aré social and economic, and thelr 
proper determination will require the serv- 
ices of experts distinetly laic.
